RED DEER 

No general significance can be attach- 
ed to the outcome of the Red Deer bye- 


election. In a four-cornered fight the 
Conservatives succeeded in electing their 
candidate in the constituency that was 
long represented by the party leader, Mr. 
Michener. And the successful contestant 
was the runner-up at the general elections, 
when the U. F. A. representative won by a 
small majority. He thus had the tradition 
of being the strongest available candidate 
for the vacant seat. 

To suppose that the Government is “on 
the toboggan,” that a Conservative “wave 
is sweeping the country, or that the Lib- 
eral appeal to the electors is weakening, is 
sheer assumption in these circumstances. 
The member-elect was widely known 
throughout the riding and highly es- 
teemed, and his success may have been us 
much due to this as to any preference for 
the platform of his party or any general 
disapproval of the alternative policies of 
the parties represented by his opponents. 


THE WAY TO HELP 

Canada’s air mail service is badly in 
need of more business. Last year it pro- 
duced a heavy deficit, and another defi- 
cit is in prospect for this year. In fact, 
the air mail is only being continued be- 
cause to abandon it would cripple air 
transport generally and undo what has 
been done in the last three years to bring 
Canada in this respect into line with the 
development of aviation in other countries. 

The one way to make the service pay, 
or come nearer to paying, is to induce peo- 
ple to send more of their mail matter by 
air mail. To do that they will have to be 
shown that the saving in time is an im- 
portant factor in carrying on business. It 
is idle to suppose that people generally will 
patronize the air mail, and pay the heav- 
ier charges, just to keep the planes flying 
and the country abreast of its contempor- 
aries in aviation. 

What the air mail service needs is some 
convincing and fairly extensive advertis- 
ing. It is a new thing in Canada, and 
must be “sold” before it can become wide- 
ly popular and therefore self-sustaining. 
The Postal Department should take a lead 
from the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce—tell the public about the service it 
is offering them and why they should 
make use of it. 


THE NEW RECIPROCITY 

Washington has its tariff commission, 
upon whose advice the President has some- 
times hoisted the duty on a class of goods 
between the time a consignment left a 
Canadian shipping point and the time it 
landed at its destination in the United 
States. Canada has its order-in-council 
machinery at Ottawa, which has sometimes 
kept tariff rates flipping up and down 
like the family wash on a windy day. 

Britain is now to try its hand at this 
lightning-change method of manipulating 
duties, in order to stop the dumping of 
foreign goods that has been going on 
there. Washington naturally is disturbed 
over that. It has so long been used to a 
monopoly in tariff manipulation for trade 
purposes that it “views with alarm” the 
tendency among other countries to adopt 
its own methods and employ them against 
its export trade. 

The tendency is very likely to continue, 
and it is to be hoped it will. The only pros- 
pect of bringing about a saner adjustment 
of tariffs, and giving world commerce a 
chance to revive, lies in convincing the 
United States that it can no longer play 
the tariff game as it has long played it. 
Boosting cxports while shutting out im- 
ports is “through” as a national! policy. 
Trade in future will have to be based on a 
willingness to trade goods for goods, 


TREES OR A DESERT? 


The commission that is investigating 
the causes of drought in Saskatchewan, 
and how to prevent it, is called the com- 
mission on conservation ‘and aforesta- 
tion”, That is significant. It indicates a 
recognition on the part of the Government 
and legislature of the province that the 
absence of trees is one of the causes of 
drought and soil drifting. 

In that connection an interesting ad- 
dress was delivered recently in Winnipeg 
by Mr. T. C. Main, A.M.E.LC., division en- 
gineer of water supply for the Canadian 
National Railway, who has had extensive 
experience in Saskatchewan and has made 
@ study of the reasons for the scant rain-

1. Plant trees on each side of all 
allowances. 

2. Make it worth while for the settlers 
to plant hedges. 

3. Encourage

4. Stop draining lakes and sloughs. 
5. Store as much of the run-off water 
is economically possible. 

6. Set aside all light land as forest re- 
serves, and plant these areas with suitable 
trees, 

7. Attack the forest fire menace with 
the energy and cunning that should be 
used in fighting an enemy army that is in- 
vading our country. 

8. Arrange comprehensive programs 
of reforestation and aforestation. 

9. Encourage crop rotation for killing 
weeds and conditioning the land, rather 
than summer fallowing. 

This engineer adds the conviction “that 
the situation is serious, that it is not tem- 
porary, and that it will get worse if re- 
medial action is not taken shortly.” 

As there are sections of Alberta where 
trees are absent, where rainfall is scant, 
where soil drifting is common, and where 
farming is a gamble, these remarks apply 
to those parts of this province as well as 
to the “semi-arid” belt of Saskatchewan.

C. O. Swanson, of Waterville, Quebec, left for home 
on Friday, after looking over this district with a view 
to establishing a settlement of Swedish immigrants. 

The system of electric lighting adopted by the 
local company is known as the Thomson—Houston 
alternating, and is being installed by the Royal Electric 
Co, of Montreal. The contract calls for a 500 light 
dynamo, a 50 horse power boiler and a 50 horse power 
engine. The circuit will embrace about six miles of 
primary wire, and the current will be 1,000 volts. 
The lamps are to be of 16, 32, 65 or larger candle 
power, the 16 being the standard. The power house 
is now being erected at Ross’ landing on the bank 
of the river. The contract calls for the turning on 
of light on Nov. 30th, when the company expects to 
have 300 standard lamps burning. The rates are 
as follows: for dwelling houses, hotel bedrooms etc., 
the first lamp costs $1 a month; 2 lamps 85 cents 
each; more than 4 lamps 50 cents each. For stores 
and other business places the first lamp costs $1 per 
month, and the charges grading downward until if 
more than 9 lamps are used the charge is 60 cents 
per month cach. The hours of lighting will be from 
sunset to one o'clock in the morning, and during the 
dark months probably from 5:30 in the morning until 
sun rise,

Our World 
By GLENN FRANK 
Yesterday I spoke of tendency of 
law to lag behind Lfe. 

This jis not due wholly to the in- 


ertia of legi lators and leaders in gen- 


eral; it is partly due to the fact that 
our world is chang'ng £0 rapidly. 

From C. De'isio Burns's intevesting 
volume on Modern Civilization On 
Trial, I have culled a list of facts, 
dealing with the day to day habits of 
modern man, that give a living sense 
of the rapidity with which our world 
is changing 

In 1908, the people of Great Britain 
thought it little short of a miracle 
that an airplane had flown a mile, 
Nine!cen years later, Briti-h airplanes 
flew 2,489 times between Eng'and end 
the Continent, carrying 28,750 pas- 
cengers without mishap. 

In 1910, there were only 
motor cars registered in Great Brit- 
ain, Nineteen years later, there were 
2,163,076 In 1914 there were only 
800 public motor-coaches in use in 
Great Britain. Little expansion was 
seen during the war. By 1929, how- 
ever, there were 95,789 

In 1910, the motion picture was jut 
becoming a busines possibilty in 
Great Britain. By 1930, Great Brit- 
ain had some $389,000,000 invested 
in the motion picture trade. 

By 1920, the Brilish public had 
barely begun to think about radio. 
By 1925, there were 1,500,000 radio 
set Ieenses issued in Great Britain, 
and more than 3.000000 in 1930. 

In the United Sta‘es, in 1910, there 
was one automobile for every 265 per- 
sons. In 1929, there was one for 
every ix, Passeng’r cars jumped from 
9000,000 in 1920 to 21,000,000 in 
1928. 

In 1914, the U_ 8. produced $800 - 
000 worth of radio aparatus. In 1925, 
$177,000,000 worth, The U. 8S. were 
using only 60,000 radio sets in 1922. 
In 1928, they were using 7,500.000. 

These changes, mercurial'y swift, in 
these four fielts alone—airplanes, mo- 
tion p'ctums, radio, and automobiles 
—are swif ly changing the intellectual 
outlook, the rocia] customs, and the 
beliefs of swarming millions the world 
around. 

The French peasant, motoring often 
to the village, will hoard les 
spend more. 
China will escape from ut‘er il'!ter- 
asy as they listen to the broadcasts 
of news and ideas. The African sav- 
age will change as he listens to the 
world out-ide through the radio in 
his hut, The provincialisms of the 
world ave doomed by the new instru- 
ments of transportation and commun- 
ication. 

Tt is no easy job to keep the laws 
and the education of so sw ftly chang- 
ing a world abreast of reality. 

But unless we do manege to keep 
our laws, our intitutions, end our edu- 
cation decent'y jn step with the 
chang™s that are coming over our life, 
we shall suffer continuous maladjust- 
ment

There is a separate family of plants 
which produce food seeds which are 
commonly known as legumes or pulses 
There aré over 12,000 species «f this 
family, all listed under the bo-anical 
name of “Leguminosae.” : 
Navy beans, lima beats, frl- 
joles, lentils, peas, soy 
beans, and peanuts are the 
ones most used for human 
| consumption. All of the 
dried legumes are richer in 
pro‘ein than other seeds 
classed under grains, con- 
taining an average of over 
25% of nitrogenous matter 
with generally more than 
60% of carbohydrates and 
about 10% of cellulore and # 
mineral matter. They are f 
‘ndeed very highly nourish 
ing foods but not easily di- 
gested excep by the very 
tobust, Their protein 15 
called Legumin, ‘This is 
| never as completely cigest- 
ed as the animal proteins 
This is partly caused by the 
large amount of celluloxe F 
through which the digestive & 
juices cannot easily pene- 
trate. The protein of leg- 
jumes is digested almost 
| wholly in the intestines ow-

All utensils used

Every utensil should be thoroughly 
scrubbed in soap suds, rinsed, and 
boiled every day. Keep them covered 
until they are ready to be used. 
When the baby finishes his dinner, 
any leftover milk should be thrown 
away, the bottles rinsed in cold water 
and left to be washed with the other 
bottles all at one time the next day. 
Right after breakfast is a convenient 
time, Wash each bottle with soap 
and a bottle brush, rinse, and put 
them all on the stove to boil in a pan 
of cold water, When the water is 
boiling briskly, lift them out, and lay 
them on @ clean towel, Keep covered 
until they are ready to be filled. 


PREPARING FORMULA 

Nipples should be easily reversible 
so that they, too, may be scrubbed 
on both cides, rinsed, and dipped into 
the boiling water for sterilization. 
Keep them in an empty, covered, glass 
jar, or in @ solution of soda and water, 
When preparing’ the formula, meas 
ure out several more ounces of milk 
than are called for in the formula.
